Ford gives Rocky major policy-making role 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford assigned Vice President Nelson 
A. Rockefeller a major role in domes­ 
tic policy making Saturday and said 
the former New York governor’s duties 
also will include advising the admin­ 
istration on foreign policy. 
The President, giving Rockefeller his 
marching orders for 1975, said his new 
Vice President will serve as vice chair­ 
man of the National Security Council, 
In addition, he said, Rockefeller will be 
called on to help promote programs 


adopted by the administration. 
Rockefeller and Ford met for nearly 
two hours —their first lengthy meeting 
since Rockefeller was nominated for 
vice president last August. Ford said 
afterwards that he plans an active role 
for Rockefeller and that the Vice 
President will have easy access to the 
Oval Office. 
“There is no doorkeeper for the Vice 
President —he does not have to get on 
my schedule,” White House press se- 


saving. “ He simply has to pick up the 
phone or walk into the office.” 
Rockefeller will become vice chair­ 
man of the Domestic Council, the ma­ 
jor domestic policy-making body of the 
administration. He will in effect head 
the council since the President, al­ 
though the statutory chairman, does 
not take an active role in its day-to- 
day functions. 
Ford placed special emphasis on 
Rockefeller’s pending role in a talent 
coarrh for new senior White House 


aides. 
He said the millionaire Vice Presi­ 
dent will work on finding a new execu­ 
tive director for the Domestic Council, 
help in recruiting “other top people,” 
and report to the President within a 
month on whether the White House 
science advisory board should be re­ 
vived. 
Ford also named Rockefeller to re­ 
place former White 
House advisor 
Anne Armstrong on the Murphy Com­ 
mission, 
which 
analyzes 
American 


f o r e i g n policy 
and 
recommends 
changes in U.S. dealings with other na­ 
tions. 
Rockefeller also was assigned a role 
in helping present and explain the do­ 
mestic and foreign programs of the ad­ 
ministration, but Nessen said there 
were no immediate plans to send the 
Vice President on a nationwide tour to 
promote Ford’s economic program. 
In a major effort to promote close 
cooperation between Ford and Rock­ 
efeller, Nessen said, the vice presiden­ 


tial staff will attend all regular Whitt 
House staff meetings. He said this had 
not been the case when Ford waa Viet 
President under Richard M. Nixon. 
When the evening White House meet­ 
ing ended, Ford said: “With the Vic# 
President now in place, we have a 
great opportunity. I’m excited about 
it.” 
Rockefeller responded: “We’re ex­ 
cited to be here, and we’re looking for­ 
ward to working with you Mr. Presi­ 
dent.”

Fourteen 
persons,

afternoon when an RTD bus loaded 
with 40 passengers collided wdh a truck- 
tractor rig and a car on the San Ber­ 
nardino Freeway.

All of the injured were passengers on 
the bus. headed for Pomona. Six were 
taken to two valley hospitals, and eight 
more declined immediate medical at­ 
tention. 


The driver of the truck, George Mu­ 
lder, 24. of Texas and the driver of the 
car. whose name was not available, 
were not injured.

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Ford, aides confer on economic ills; may O K tax cut 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
l ord tackled economic problems Satur­ 
day with his top advisers —including 
his new vice president —after telling 
five GOP senators he might support a 
tax cut. 
The senators who had drafted a nlan 
to help the economy, talked with Ford 
at the White House just before the 
President heard his own economic ad­ 
visers 
present 
their 
final recom­ 
mendations on new ways to fight infla­ 
tion and recession. 
Vice President Nelson A. Rockefeller 
joined the high-level economic policy 
conference before meeting privately 
with Ford to discuss the role he will 


play 
in 
the 
administration. 
Whim 
House sources said Ford would make 
Rockefeller his top domestic affairs 
strategist and assign several other jobs 
to him. 
The Republican senators who called 
on the President were John Tower oi 
Texas, Jacob Javits of New York, Paul 
Fannin of Arizona, Carl Curtis of Nebr­ 
aska and Ted Stevens of Alaska. Their 
set of economic solutions has drawn 
support from almost all GOP senators. 
Javits told reporters after the early 
afternoon session that Ford made it 
clear he was ready “to give the nation 
bold leadership with hard decisions.” 
Tower said the senators suggested a 


tax break for the elderly and for famil­ 
ies with low and moderate incomes. 
“The President was very receptive and 
indicated he was in substantial agree- 
men.,*' Tower said. 
But 
low er 
cautioned 
that 
“the 
thrust” of Ford’s thinking might differ 
from that of the Senate group. 
Javits said: “ I really feel the Presi­ 
dent is finally coming to grips with 
this problem.” 
Rockefeller, in meeting with the eco­ 
nomic advisers, entered for the first 
time into the inner circle of Presiden­ 
tial advisers. He flew to Washington 
from New York for the White House 
sessions. 


Ford planned to leave Sunday for a 
12-day trip to the ski country of Cail, 
Colo. 
In advame of the economic meeting, 
a White House spokesman said Ford

NEW YORK (UP!) - The Central 
Intelligence Agency had 
been con­ 
ducting a “massive lhegal domestic in­ 
telligence operation” against antiwar 
activists and other dissidents during 
the Nixon Administration, the New 
York Times reported In its Sunday edi 
lion. 


The article, by Seymour Hersh, »aid 
that intelligence files on at least 10,000 
Americans had been maintained by a 
special unit of the CIA that reported 
directly to Richard Helms, the director 
of the agency and now ambassador to 
Iran 
In Washington, a CIA spokesman 


said the agency would have no com 
ment on the story until officials have 
seen the whole article and studied It. 
Under its charter, the CIA is forbid­ 
den internal security functions, these 
being left to the Federal Bureau of In­ 
vestigation. 
The story also said that a chock of 
the domestic files last year by Helms’ 
successor, 
James 
Schlesinger, 
also 
showed evidence of dozens of other ille 
gal activities by the CIA in the United 
States beginning in the 1959s and iodud- 
ing “ breakins, wiretapping and the 
aurrepticious inspection of mail.” 
Schlesinger, now secretary of de

The C hristm as spirit of giving' is 


drooping this year. 


Those shivering street corner Santas 


with their frosted “ M erry C hristm as!” 
and the kettle ladies ringing their hand 
bells are being passed by in a season 
m arked by recession and joblessness. 
And more fam ilies, are asking for 
help, a survey showed Saturday. Toy 
collections for poor kids are down in 
m any spots, and independent charity 
o r g a n i z a i i o n s have their fingers 
crossed that the last few days before 
Christm as will open pocketbooks. 
Surprisingly, the sag in holiday giv­ 
ing comes at the end of a year of re­ 
cord donations from 
businesses and 
w orkers. 
The American Association of 
Fund-Raising Counsel, which advises 
charities and hospitals, 
reports that 
this year’s contributions are expected 
to top bv $1 
billion 1973’* whopping 
$24.6 billion. 
The United Fund, which solicits mo­ 
ney 
from 
corporations 
and 
through 
payroll deductions, said contributions 


were up IO per cent from last year. 
But 
for 
the 
independent 
chanties 
who depend on holiday cheer to tide 
them over, the situation was grim in 
m any spots. 
In Northern California, the Salvation 
Army reported that the num ber of per- 
s o n s r e s p o n d i n g to its annual 
C hristm as appeal is down 20 per cent 
from last year, and am ounts from indi­ 
viduals are down as much as 50 per 
cent. 
“They don’t have the m oney,” an of­ 
ficial said. “ It’s not a question of not 
wanting to give. A lot of people are out 
of work. They are needing help them ­ 
selves....” 
In New York City, holiday giving 
was up and down throughout the vari­ 
ous boroughs, with M anhattan dwellers 
giving 
more 
than 
last 
year, 
and 
Brooklyn, Staten Island and Queens 
lagging. 
In Los Angeles charities 
reported 
there were good indications the last 
few days of nickles, dim et and dollars 
iii the pot before C hristm as would be 
enough. 
The Salvation Army in New O rleans

cent, with more families asking tm 
help.

“ It’S about $3,000 less this year and 
tov* have gone up about 40 per cent, 
said fund leader Gabriel Lebianc. 
Iii Detroit, hard hit by auto layoffs, 
the Salvation Army reported donations 
down 30 per cent, and more persons 
asking for help. Maj. Gordon A. Spicer 
said he believed, however, that the 
lateness of Thanksgiving and a record 
snowfall, also hurt the appeal. 
“ People are generous with what they 
have.” he said. “ We are quite con­ 
fident that they will come through so 
we can m eet our goal of $175,000.” 
Spicer said the Salvation Army ex­ 
pected to help 100,000 to 120.000 persons 
in the Detroit area with toys, clothing 
or food.

“It’s the worst thing 
I’ve seen in mv seven years with the 
department,” Miami detective Ed Car- 
berrv said. 
Authorities said Walford was calm 
and did not give the impression of 
being drugged or crazed when they 
found his sitting in the taxi.

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Teen drug users are 
distant, poor pupils 


SAN FRANCiSCO (UP!) — The nation’s teen-age drug users j 
are less religious, poorer students, and more alienated from 
their parents than their ncn-drug using counterparts, according 
to a National Institute on Drug Abuse study released Monday. 
“Alienation is a patent variable in distinguishing the two 
groups —the drug group showing less identification with the 
family, school or church than the non-drug group,” the paper 


said. 
Researchers surveyed 9,000 students in 79 junior and senior 
high schools in ten cities throughout the nation. 
Survey results also showed students who used drugs were at j 
least one year older than non-users. Other data indie.itco there 
are a disproportionate number of white males among drug i 
users, and users come from families with a median income 
$1.500 higher than the families of non-drug users. 
The study also indicated that teenagers who use drugs were 
better customers for over-the-counter drugs. 
The paper was prepared for the National Institute on Drug 
Abuse and presented at a meeting of the North American 
Congress on Alcho! and Drug Problems. 
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Blood test for cancer

PORTLAND. Ore. (UP1) — A blood test used on humans for 
che first time has apparently saved the lives of a set of iden­ 
tical 13-year-old twins suffering from a rare form of thyroid 
cancer, doctors reported this week. 
Dr. Kenneth Melvin used the new blood test to detected the 
cancer in twins Deanna and Donna Levien. The girls sub­ 
sequently underwent surgery ami are recovering at St. V incent 


Hospital.

Melvin and another physician made some basic discoveries 
on the thyroid cancer while at Harvard Medical School in 1968. 
He said the blood test is 100 per cent accurate and can be 
utilized in families where there has been a history of the 
particular thvroki cancer.

The girls* father, Donald L. Levien, was operated on for the 
cancer nine years ago. At that time it was suspected the can­ 
cer sometimes is inherited but there was no way of testing for 


it. 
Doctors said the girls appear«! healthy and without the 
blood test, the cancer would not have been noticed until symp­ 
toms showed up. By then, doctors said it would have been 
likely the cancer could have spread to other parts of the body.

Growing backlogs of felony cases 


filed in West Valley Municipal Court 


are creating chaotic scheduling con­ 
ditions. 
Judges and court personnel adm it 
their alarm o. Uiey attribute the prob­ 
lem to an increase in felony crim e 
filed through the Deputy District Attor­ 
neys Office and to the lack of a fourth 
municipal court judge. 


For months, more and more attor­ 
neys, their clients and witnesses have 
been crowding into the three municipal 
courtrooms asking to be heard, only to 
be told to return at a later date or try' 
to seek settlement. 
Civil trials drag on for months and 
some even years. 


•*We now are handling 40 to 50 pre­ 
lim inary hearings a week,” says super­ 
vising Wesi Valley Municipal Court 
Judge David M erriam. “ If all three of 
our judges were here in court each 
day, we could efficiently handle .'10 pre­ 
lim inary hearings a week, but as it is 
we are inundated.” 
Judge M erriam suggested that at the 
present rate of felony filings the muni­ 
cipal court could not adm inister justice 
properly. “Justice is just not being 
done.” said the judge shaking his head. 


Chief Deputy Dist. Atty. Joe Canty, 


whose office forwards crim inal com­ 
plaints to the court, agreed. 
“ We cannot effectively administer 
justice with the men and facilities we 
now have at West End. 
“The need for more courts, more de­ 
puties, more facilities in West Valley is 
critical,” said Canty. 
Chief Deputy Public Defender Dyson 
William Cox said: “The need for a 
fourth Municipal Court in West Valley 
is here now.” 
Across the Los Angeles County line 
in Pomona, the Municipal Court claims 
to be in considerably better shape des­ 
pite problems earlier this year. 
The addition of retired Commissioner 
A. J. Bernhardt has filled in a vacant 
judgeship pending the arrival of newly 
appointed Judge Thomas Nuss early 
next year. 
This step has helped “ im m easurab­ 
ly,” said Presiding Judge Jam es H.^ 
Piatt, and “should help us remain cur-* 
rent.” 
While it is evident to West Valley 
Court officials that a fourth Municipal 
Court judge is needed now, the state 
legislature has provided they’ll have 
the judge by July 1. 
Meanwhile, Judge M erriam says that 
his office, the Public Defender’s Office 
and the Deputy District Attorney’s Of­ 
fice now 
are 
exploring 
ways 
and 
means of improving court efficiency. 
Judge M erriam said that in his opi­ 


nion the main problem, in addition to 
the 
steadily 
increasing 
volume 
of 
cases, is in the preliminary hearing 
stage. 
For months now the Deputy District 
Attorney’s Office has chosen the pre­ 
liminary hearing level as the stage for 
the larger portion of plea bargaining. 
Most of the plea bargaining is being 
done just before the prelim inary hear­ 
ings are called by the court, yet dis­ 
positions are not being made. 
“ 1 have seen deputy district attor­ 
neys with eight or 10 case files tucked 
under their arm while waiting for pre­ 
liminary hearing call, attempting to 
make a plea bargain with the defense 
attorneys. Normally, it can take as 
long as two hours before a bargain is 
reached on any one case and a dis­ 
position made. That means that two 
hours after prelim inary hearings are 
called that case will be deposed of, 
leaving seven other cases on the calen­ 
dar for that day yet to be taken care 
of,” said M erriam . “ You can see what 
happens to our calendar after a week.” 
Merriam said the practice more often 
than not gives the advantage to the de­ 
fense. 
Judge M erriam brought out some 
statistics for the last few weeks that 
showed far more felony cases have 
been scheduled for prelim inary hearing 
than are actually heard.

Teamwork down 


on the farm 


If Americans ever establish another nationally ob­ 
served holiday, and they probably will, it ought to 
be in honor of the American Farmer. 
As has been pointed out, if Americans eat better 
than most other peoples, it is not because we have 
taken anything away from anybody but because we 
grow food better than anybody. 
At the turn of the 20th century , half the nation s 
work force labored on the land. As recently as the 
end of World War II. a third of the population still 
lived on farms. 
Today , some 210 million Americans are fed by 
about 5 per cent of the population, compared to 80 
per cent in the least-developed countries, and there 
is food to spare for exporting. 
It has been estimated that it all farmers through­ 
out the world could get the same yield of corn as 
farmers in Iowa (about 100 bushels per acre). the 
world’s present population could be fed on 10 per 
cent of the land now under cultivation. Or put ano­ 
ther way. 10 times as many people could be fed on 
the same amount of land currently under cultiva­ 
tion. 
. . . 
Credit goes not to the fanner all by himself, by no 
means. Beside him, and behind him, stand a host o( 
other figures deserving of honor from agronomists, 
agrobiologists, botanists and chemists to extension 
agents, geneticists, machinery' designers and soil 
scientists. 
,___ 
Speaking of agricultural science, as marvelous as 


have been its advances, we haven’t seen anything 
ygt 
. 
‘ Speculating recently on “ The Future of Agricul­ 
ture,” Roy Kottman. dean of the College of Agricul­ 
ture and Home Economics of Ohio State University, 
said that there is sufficient solar energy available in 
Ohio to make it possible — using improved seeds 
to produce 428 bushels of com per acre. Average 
yields in recent y ears have been between 7b anti 8b 
bushels per acre. 
The present yield of soybeans to Ohio vanes from 
24 to 29 bushels an acre. Again, eviden^ suggests 
that farmers ought to be able to produce 200 to -8» 
bushels per ace based on the available solar energy. 
Sim ilarly milk production. The potential exists lot 
producing'four of five times present yields. Average 
production per cow in the United States is gomew iiei v 
around 10,000 pounds a year, yet one cow Produce» i 
over 44,000 pounds a couple of years ago.

Taiwan gets shabby treatrnent by U.S. 


Scientists, chemists and nutritionists are now 
Claiming that in corn syrup they have discovered a 
substitute for sugar. At first glance that should b( 
extremely good news but the more I think about it 
the more I become convinced that once again \vt 
have a striking example of how the experts can 
effectively disrupt the equilibrium of normal supply 
and demand. 


They may well have solved the sugar shortage but 
in so doing they will have created still another 
shortage disaster; and because ol it, we can defi­ 
nitely expect the moonshiners in the Piney Woods to 
slap a big increase on the price of their corn liquor. 
—Personally I ’ll take the sugar shortage. In timea 
like these it’s a bit difficult for a man to drown his 
sorrows in a gallon of granulated sugar. 


Those nostalgia buffs who are forever sighing for 
a return to the Good Old Days should be reminded 
that they might be getting out of the frying pan into 
the fire if their wishes came true. Just suppose they 
retrogressed into the Great Depression of the 
Thirties! —On second thought, maybe they already 
have! 


A judge in Oregon is doing his good deed for the 
dav by ordering first offenders to spend a certain 
amount of time each week working for the commu­ 
nity instead of sending them to jail —It’s a noble 
new thought in criminal rehabilitation but I fear 
that in times like these noble rehabilitation will soon 
be giving way to complaints that the judge is taking 
jobs away from the unemployed. 


WASHINGTON - Scarcely two de 
cades ago, Chiang Kai-shek was the 
darling of Washington. 
Hie Lnited 
States pumped nearly $6 billion in mi­ 
litary and economic aid into his island 
fortress. 
A secret study by the Rand Corpora­ 
tion reveals that the United States 
even was prepared to risk nuclear war 
to defend Chiang’s tenuous grasp on 
the tiny offshore islands of Quemoy 
and Matsu. 
Today the Nationalist Chinese Am­ 
bassador cannot gain an audience with 
the Secretary of State. And the Com­ 
munist Chinese again shelled Quemov 
and Matsu, killing one person and 
wounding half a dozen. Yet not a peep 
was heard in Washington. 
To compound ihi irony, the win who 
brought about the change was Richard 
Nixon who 20 years ago was one of 
Chiang’s staunchest defenders and one 
of mainland China’s most implacable 
foes. 
The former president took the <hpl 
omatic curse off Peking when he pas­ 
sed through the bamboo curtain in 
1972 Over 30 nations, following his 
opening, restored relations with Pek­ 
ing. The countries that recognize the 
Chiang regime, on the other hand, are 
now clown to 32 
In all of Europe, for example, Natio­ 
nalist China maintain1- full relations 
with only Portugal and the Vatican. 
Recently, Brazil and Venezuela pulled 
their missions out o* Taipei. Within the 
next few weeks, according to intelli­ 
gence reports, the new Portuguese re­ 
gime will say goodbye to the old Gen­ 
eralissimo. 
President Ford’s scheduled trip to 
Peking next year may be the straw 
that will break the Washing ton-Taipei 
tie. 
Diplomats are speculating that the 
Ford visit will brtng full diplomatic re­ 
cognition of Communist China. They 
doubt that Ford would make the trip 
unless he had some advance assurance 
ot a big breakthrough 
The Chinese could be anxious to seal 
a diplomatic deal, they also speculate, 
while Henry Kissinger still dominates 
t.$. foreign policy. The people in Pek­ 


ing are sure of Kissinger’s support but 
don’t know what to expect from his 
successor. 
It the United States and China should 
exchange ambassadors, it likely would 
mean the end ot formal relations with 
Taiwan. The proposed two-China policy 
simply wouldn’t work. Each of the two 
Chinas claims sovereignty over all 
China, therefore neither is apt to ma> 
tain ties with a nation that officially 
recognizes the other. 
This raises some troubling questions: 
What did the American taxpayers get 
for the $6 billion they invested in 
Chiang? Why was Washington willing 
to risk nuclear war over two oftshore 
islands that now mean nothing to the 
United States? And what will become 
of 
the 20-year-old 
mutual 
defense 
treat- between the United States and 
Taiwan? 
The State Department at leas* is 


quietly contemplating the last question. 
They have tentatively concluded the 
i;eat\ would be abrogated in case the 
United States recognizes Mao Tse-tung, 
This would remove the U.S. military 
guarantee for Taiwan. Two decades 
ago. the Republicans were threatening 
to “ unleash” Chiang to invade the 
mainland. But it was always more like 
ty, if the U.S. Seventh Fleet were re 
moved from the Taiwan straits, that 
Mao might invade Taiwan. 
The Defense Department and Central 
Intelligence Agency have been thinking 
about this. They agree that old Chiang 
should be able to defend his lair. In 
order to oust hum, the Chinese from 
the mainland would have to mount a 
Normandy-style invasion across a hun 
dred miles of water. Th» military cost, 
the intelligence analysts feel, probably 
would be prohibitive. 
Even if Washington retains its em­ 
bassy in Taiwan, it aireadv has 
come more a museum than an embas­ 
sy, For US. leaders have made it 
humiliatingly cleat that their attention 
is now focused on Peking. 
Although U.S. presidents have galli­ 
vanted round the ! ar l ast like tour­ 
ists. no1 one h-» 
bothered to stop in 
Taiwan since Dvaght Eisenhower visit 
ed there in lit/1 herd’s latest trip to 
lapan and Korea, for example, care­ 


fully by-passed Taiwan. 
Henry Kissinger has whipped in and 
out of Peking seven times in the last 
couple of years. As best we could de­ 
termine, he never has set foot on Tai­ 
wan. 
In Washington, meanwhile, National­ 
ist Chinese Abassador James “ Jtouny’ 
Shen has also felt the humiliation of 
declining prestige. We asked the Tai­ 
wan diplomats how they were getting 
along. They smiled their most inscru­ 
table smiles but would say nothing. 


From our own sources, however, we 
learned that Jimmy Shen’s star has 
been dimming, socially as well as offi­ 
cially. On the day President Ford wa* 
sworn in. for example, he received 
Communist 
China’s 
mission 
chief, 
Huang Chen, at. the White House. Jim 
my Shen, along with five other am­ 
bassadors, was officially received the 
next day at the state Department by 
Deput', secretary Robert Ingersoll. 
Earlier this year, say our sources, 
limmy Shen requested a meeting with 
Kissinger He had to settle for Inger­ 
soll. At first, Kissinger used to brief 
Shen on his visits to Peking. But after 
the latest trip, Shen was briefed by 
Ingersoll. 
The Chinese Nationalist Ambassadoi 


has encountered similar misfortune or 
the cocktail circuit. Since the two 
Chinas don’t recognize one another, 
Washington’s famous hostesses are ob- 
1 ge<; to choose between Huang and

Answer: Heartline does not have the personnel to answer 
the volume oi letters we receive.

HEARTLINE: What are CHAMPVA and CHAMPUS? —R.L. 
Answer: They are health programs of the U.S. Armed For­ 
ces and the Veterans Administration respectively. CHAMPVA 
is for the dependents of a veteran who has a permanent and 
total service-connected disability and for the surviving depen­ 
dents of a veteran who has died as the result of a service- 
connected disability. CHAMPUS is for dependents of active 
dun servicemen, military retirees and their dependents, and 
dependents of deceased active-duty and deceased retired mem­ 
bers. 


HEARTLINE: What conditions must a child of a deceased 
employee meet to be eligible for a survivor annuity? —L.O. 
Answer: The child must be unmarried and under age 18. 
However, an unmarried child who is over 18 and is incapable 
of self-support because of a physical or mental disability which 
began before age 18, or an unmarried child who is a student 
between the ages oi 18 and 22, may also be eligible. 


Dear Runaways: You almost always 
leave a note saying, “Don’t worry 
about me.” Do you actually believe 
that your parents won’t worry about 
you just because you write a note ask­ 
ing them not to? Don’t you realize 
your mom and dad, brothers anti sis­ 
ters are lying awake nights weeping, 
praying — hoping every day’s mail 
will bring a letter?

— There’s 
little talk of depression or hard times 
among the army of “street artists' 
peddling their handiworks at Union 
Square.

1,500 of them.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Don’t look 
now but crime, which former Presi­ 
dent Nixon said we had turned the cor 
ner on, has turned the corner on us. 
“Love is just around the corner,” the 
songwriters used to say. And “Pros­ 
perity is just around the corner,” the 
politicians used to tell us. But now it’s 
muggers who tie await. 
Law enforcement officials have no 
clear idea as to what caused the new 
upsurge of felonious activity. Some 
blame it on rising unemployment, but 
actually the crime wave was regaining 
momentum 
before 
the 
recessionary 
trend began. 
On 
the chance that a 
nonpoliee 
source might be more enlightening, I 
paid a call on Reginald Angleright, di­ 
rector of the National Corner Insti­ 
tute. 
The institute is one of those little 
known but highly influential lobbying 
groups, its mission is to head off legb 
lation that might result in cutting cor­ 
ners. 
A measure of the powerful corner 
lobby’s strength may be seen in the 
fact that no anticornering laws have 
been enacted for the past 65 years. 
Apart from lobbying, the Institute 
operates a public relations program to 
counter any adverse publicity thai 
might give corners a bad name. 
I found Angleright in the corner suite 
of the Institute’s headquarters. He was 
wearing a tricornered hat and was 
watching me out of the corner of his 
eye. 
Angleright denied right off that cor 
ners were in any way responsible f0J 


the recent jump in crime. 
“Au contraire. dear boy,” he said, 
the corners of his mouth turning up in 
a smile, “comers are one of the mam 
crime deterrents. 
“Just think of all the criminals that 
would escape unless they were cor­ 
nered by the cops. 
J said, “ isn’t it true that in some 
sections of the city there’s a drug 
pusher on every com er.” 
“You must be thinking of the comer 
drugstore,” Angleright protested. “The 
corner is as wholesome and as Ameri­ 
can as apple pie. Without it there 
would be no cornerstones of liberty, 
justice and democracy,” 


■ Yeah, and there wouldn't be am 
speculators trying to corner the mar­ 
ket either,” I pointed out. “Can you 
deny there are a tot of dark corners 
where all sorts of unsavory things hap­ 
pen? Wouldn’t the crime rate drop it 
they were eliminated?” 
But Angleright, who played corner- 
back in college, insisted the comer was 
not to blame for the turn taken by 
crime. 
Rather than trying to cut corners, he 
said, each of us should brighten the 
comer where we are. 
“What will we use for light!” 1 
asked. 
“The one at the end of the tunnel.”

NEW YORK (UPI) — Keogh Act retirement plans for the 
sell-employed probably are due for a big boom because ( on- 
gress liberalized the law this year. 
For instance, you no longer need to be completely seifenv 
plowed to set up one type of Keogh pian. Congress passed an 
amendment permitting the establishment of mini-Keogh plans 
by several million Americans who have a regular job yet earn 
outside income as free lance writers, artists, salesmen or 
moonlight in some other field. 
I be new rule allows such persons income tax exemption on 
up to $750 a year of tins free-lance income provided thev 
invest the money in a formal “mini-Keogh” retirement plan 
“This is about the first time Congress has given little people 
the kind ol break on planning for iheir old age the wealths 
have always had.” a spokesman for a mutual fund told UPI. 
Herbert E mi bon, president ot Putnam Fund Distributors, 
which has created and manages some 6.U00 Keogh plans, said 
the Bureau ol l abor Statistic* calculated in May, 1973, tha» 4 
per cent of all employed persons in the United States, or more 
than four million, moonlight. Emiiaon said a fairly high per­ 
centage of these probably would be eligible to set up tntrn 
Keogh retirement plans to supplement their Social Security 
and company or union pensions 
More importantly, from the standpoint of the mutual funds, 
insurance companies and banks that planned and administer 
most of the estimated 600,01)0 Keogh retirement fundi now in 
existence, Congress increased from $2,500 to $7,500 (or 15 per 
cent of self-employed income) a year the amount for which 
fully sell-employed persons can claim tax exemption by invest­ 
ing it m a Keogh plan. They can put an additional $2,500 a 
year into the plan but must pay taxes on that Some other 
liberalizations were made m the law this year 
“The old limitation of $2,500 a year on the basic tax exempt 
investment was too severe,’ Emilson said, “ it dsdn t make the 
Keogh plan, which has been around since the early 1960s.

DUBLIN (UPI) — Outlawed 
and hunted at home and abr­

the

Republican 
Army today bears little re­ 
semblance * to 
the 
fighting 
men who first proclaimed it 
nearly 60 years ago. 
Its history has peen a series 
of bitter internal feuds. It« 
philosophy has been the gun 
and the homemade bomb. 
On Jan. 21, 1919, Irish poli­ 
tical leaders met in Dublin to 
iorm the first Dail Eireann 
(Assembly of Ireland) and is­ 
sue a declaration of indepen­ 
dence from Britain. Its figh- 
ing force, known as the Irish 
v o l u n t e e r s , became the 
IRA. 
That declaration also sig­ 
naled the start of the Anglo- 
Irish war which ended in the 


truce of July 11. 1921. 
The IRA, which bore the 
brunt of the fight against 
British military might, was ill- 
equipped 
in 
weapons 
and 
fought without uniforms. At 
the time it numbered about 
3,000 men pitted against a 
British force o! 60.000 soldiers 
and 15.000 police. 
The IRA fought a hit-and- 
run war; quick strikes at loc­ 
al targets, then a fade back 
into the hills. Its guerrilla 
warfare became a model in 
later independence struggles. 
The truce gave way to the 
Anglo-Irish treaty of Dec. 6. 
1922, 
which 
gave 
indeoen- 
dence to 26 of Ireland s 32 
counties. The six northeastern 
.counties got their own local 
parliament and remained part 
of the United Kingdom. 


After bitter controversy, the 
treaty was ratified by the Ir­ 
ish parliament and backed by 
the voters, 486,419 to 133,864. 
But it quickly plunged the na­ 
tion into civil war. 
Anti-treaty forces led by 
Eamon de Valera, who re­ 
tired 
recently 
as 
Ireland’s 
president, 
fought 
the 
pro­ 
treat \ forces led by indepen­ 
dence hero Gen. Michael Col­ 
lins. 
On April 27, 1923, De Valera 
called on his forces to lay 
down their arms. His orders 
were obeyed by the majority 
of his followers, but the IRA 
continued its cun war on the 
leaders of the new Irish gov­ 
ernment. 
On March 10, 1925, De Va 
lera resigned trom Sinn Fein 
(ourselves), the IRA’s politic- 


al front. His departure once 
again split the IRA down the 
middle. 
While the IRA maintained 
i t s campaign 
of 
violence 
aimed at the establishment of 


a 32-county republic, De V a ­ 
lera formed his own political 
party. Seven years later in 
1932 he came to power. Des­ 
pite his attempts to woo the 
IRA, its gun play continued 
and on June 18, 1936, De Va­ 
lera formally outlawed it. 
This began a series of un­ 
derground raids by the IR A 
across the border into North­ 
ern Ireland. The campaign 
reached its peak in 1956 when 
the IRA shot policemen, blew 
up bridges, customs posts and 
raided British military bar­ 
racks. 
In bob. 1962, a dramatic

IRA announcement ended the 
campaign. It said it was dum­ 
ping its arms. It gave lack of 
public support as the reason. 
It 
remained 
inactive, 
a 
shadowy underground force, 
until the civil rights cam­ 
paign of 1969 blew the lid off 
sectarian bitterness in North 
em Ireland. The IRA jumped 
quickly 
into 
the 
sectarian 
strife, establishing itself as 
the “defenders” of the Ro­ 
man Catholic minority. 
Its strength has variej with 
the pitch of sectarian, war­ 
fare, in the early ’70s reach­ 
ing a figure of several thou­ 
sand. Today, its force of ac­ 
tivists is numbered in the 
h u n d r e d s , but emotional 
swings 
can quickly fill its 
ranks.

Women ex-convicfs 
Not much in their future 
West End court chaos__

HOUSTON (UPl) 
- The 
70-mile bus ride from Goree 
prison unit for women in East 
Texas to Houston is lonely 
and frightening fur a released 
copwict. 
Often her thoughts drift to 
the life that sent her to pri­ 
son— theft, drugs, prostitu­ 
tion. Not much to look for­ 
ward to beyond the $100 the 
prison gives her except the 
same life on the streets she 
lived before. 
But if she’s one of the lucky 
ones, she’ll be met* at the sta­ 
tion by Peggv McCoy, 42, a 
three-time 
loser 
who 
has 
spent 12 years behind bars. 
Mrs. McCoy, an attractive, 
floe-eyed woman, erects the 
(• convict with a smile and a 
hug and offers her a home, a 
chance, a new start, through 
the New Directions halfway 
house for women. 
“It’s harder for women to 
come back to society and tact* 
and *on'' with ii " Mrs. 
McCov said in an interview,

After kicking 
a methadone and heroin ha­ 
bit, she persuaded Wells to 
open a similar program for 
women. 


Since the hallway house for 
women opened a year ago, S2 
women hat e lived there. Only 
one has gone back to jail. 


“Our program is to trv to 
help a person when they’ve 
been involved in the criminal 
j u s t i c e system someway," 
Mrs. McCoy said. 


“Maybe they’re on drugs, 
maybe alcohol, maybe just 
family living problems. But 
lef’s find out what thr prob­ 
lem i . Once you do awav 
with the drv.es, you sHll go 
to deal with the problem.”

“This means that the dis­ 
trict attorney may be dealing 
through the plea bargaining 
process because they don’t 
believe 
they 
can

bring it to trial,” said Mer- 
riam. “ Perhaps the district 
a t t o r n e y is overcharging 
many suspects in crimes. We 
can t be sure.” 
Canty recognizes that in re­ 
cent months the felony cases 
being filed has increased at a 
tremendous rate, 
and that 
most are being dealt out as 
misdemeanors. 
“Perhaps we could be more 
liberal in accepting felony fil­ 
ings, but I don’t know,” he 


said pointing out that several 
.studies are being made to de­ 
termine if the office needs to 
take a closer Ibok at incoming 
felony cases and if a deputy 
should be assigned only to re­ 
view the filings. 
Canty tended tp attribute, 
the problems basically to the 
10 day limit given to his de- 
uties in which to review 
each. case, talk to witnesses,

nesses. The DA's office is gi­ 
ven lo-davs from the lime a 
suspect is arraigned on a 
c h a r g e until preliminary 
hearing to put a case togeth­ 
er.

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California leads nation in energy planning-control

For the past 30 years, Califor­ 
nia’s voracious appetite for 
energy has grown unbridled 
with consumers becoming in­ 
creasingly fascinated with the 
latest gadgets and 
modem 
conveniences. 
Utility companies obligingly 
constructed new power plants 
and even advertised to entice 
consumption. 
Now 
the 
na­ 
tion’s 
most 
populous 
state 
gabbles the equivalent of 3 
million barrels of oil per day 
in all forms of energy. 
But the era of helter-skelter 
development of power sources 
to meet consumer demand 
may end in 1975 with the ad­ 
vent of a vastly powerful new 
state energy commission. 
It will be the first of its 
type in the nation and will 
have two primary tasks —to 
curb wasteful use of energy 
t h r o u g h 
stringent 
con­ 
servation measures and the 
development of new energy 
sources, 
primarily 
through 
the siting of nuclear reactors. 
Financed by a new $17 mil- 
lion-a-year tax on electricity 
tan average residential con­ 
sumer will pay about 60 cents 
a vear), the commission will 


have the unique role of set­ 
ting efficiency standards for 
home appliances, lighting and 
heating, 
Assemblyman Charles War­ 
ren. 
author 
of 
legislation 
c r e a t i n g the commission, 
says, “California is now the 
only governmental agency, in­ 
cluding the federal govern­ 
ment, which has a rational 
energy program which views 
all areas of the problem.” 
Calling federal energy pro­ 
grams “nonsensical and idiot­ 
ic,” the Los Angeles Demo­ 
crat added, “We are deter­ 
mined to demonstrate to oth­ 
er states the benefits of a ra­ 
tional 
energy 
policy 
that 
e l i m i n a t e s wasteful and 
uneconomic uses of energy.” 
The 
commission 
will 
be 
comprised Of five appointees 
by the new governor. Demo­ 
crat Edmund G. Brown Jr., 
and -will have these duties, 
among others: 
—To be the exclusive state 
agency to site nuclear power 
plants. In the past, some 33 
state and local agencies have 
been involved in approving 
power plants. The “one-stop” 
approach is expected to re­ 
duce 
the time needed for 
state approval from five to 


between one and three years. 
—To

stan­ 
dards lcr appliances ranging 
from electric toothbrushes to 
home air conditioners. Those 
not meeting the requirements 
July 1, 1977, will be banned 
from sate in California.

Reagan said it will provide

A Creek Santa Barbara 
Oil discovery worries 
island's inhabitants 


LIMIN, Greece (UPI) - In 
Limin, capital of the island of 
Thassos, 
oilmen 
mix 
with 
French and Greek archaeo­ 
logists. 
It worries some of the is­ 
land’s 13.000 inhabitants who 
see the emergence of a big- 
’time oil industry as a threat 
to the tourist industry that 
thrives on such sights as the 
ruined temples of Athena and 
Apollo, 
the 
sanctuaries 
of 
Poseidon, Hercules and Pan, 
several ancient tombs, a thea­ 
ter, forum and the marble 
walls of an Acropolis. 
“We are delighted at the 
thought of having a large in­ 
dustry in our area, but many 
of us are afraid of oil pollut­ 
ing the sea and our lives,” 
said Nicos Vlahogiannis, 42, a 
villager from Rachoni. 
“Even if the pipelines that 
will carry the oil to the re­ 
finery 
don’t 
leak, 
tankers 
coming and going are sure to 
sully our waters,” 
O t h e r s , like the Rev. 
George Xanthiotis, a priest 
from the village of Lime- 
naria, worry less. 
"The discovery of oil is a 
gift from 
heaven,” 
Father 
Xanthiotis said. “Many are 
those who cannot find work in 
this part of the country and 
emigrate to Germany The oil 
industry' will employ many 
people.” 
The archaeologists and the 
oilmen are not at odds. The 
former have been excavating 
the island since 1957. carefully 
working them selves through 
layers back to the 7th Centu­ 
ry’ B.C., when Ionian* from 
the island of Paphos first set­ 
tled Thassos. Later, Greeks 
fought fierce wars with Per­ 
sians, Macedonians and Ro 
mans 
over 
Thassos* 
gold 
mines. 
The domain of the oilmen is 
just off the coasts, which are 
lined with tourist hotels and 
sandy beaches*. The main re 
finery is to go up in Kavala, 
a mainland port ctjy 16 miles 
north of Thassos. 
Discovery of oil 
in 
the 
seabed north of Thassos was 
made last year by the Ocean­ 
ic Exploration Co., of Denver, 
Colo. After months of testing, 
scientists said the oil was of 
good 
quality 
and 
plentiful 
enough to make Greece al­ 


most self-sufficient. 
Production is scheduled to 
begin tn two years’ time with 
an initial daily output of 50,- 
000 barrels of crude oil, 10,000 
barrels of natural benzine, 10 ; 
million cubic feet of natural 
gas and 1.000 tons of sulfur. 
A t 
today’s 
prices, 
this 
would save Greece an annual 
foreign currency outflow of 
$430 million now spent on im­ 
ported Middle East oil. 
According to the scientists, 
development of more wells 
eventually will triple produc­ 
tion to 150,000 barrels daily, 
just short of the current im­ 
port figure of 165,000 barrels. 
Both Thassos and the Ka­ 
vala area suffer from unem­ 
ployment. The state employ­ 
ment agency says 20,000 local 
workers have gone to Ger­ 
many to find work. 
The oil refihery will provide, 
jobs for 1,500 and others will 
find work in Thassos, where 
the oil rigs will be based, on 
the drilling platforms, and in 
satellite industries around the 
refinery for production of fer­ 
tilizers, plastics, liquid gas 
ard other oil byproducts. 
Some islanders believe they 
can develop the oil industry 
and keep the tourists. 
"Measures will be taken so 
that no oil is spilled into the 
s e a , ” 
Father 
Xanthiotis 
said 
“ Underwater currents will 
carry refuse westwards to- 
j 
wards Halkidiki, keeping the 
coast of Thassos clean,” said 
Ahtanassios Pliat&ikas, a taxi 
driver. 
Others were not so optomis- 
tic. 
“ Thassos will be doomed 
and the sooner we get away 
the better,” said a policeman 
from the village of Prinos, off 
whose shores the oil 
was 
found 
“There is no rose without a 
thorn. Wherever there is oil, 
there is pollution.” said Mar- 
kos Atoniadis, 
a 
physician 
and newly elected member of 
Parliament. 
But 
he 
said 
authorities 
should “take every* measure 
possible so that the island is 
not destroyed.” 
“Oil industry has great ad 
vantages for Greece, Kavala 
and Thassos itself. We must 
not let sentimental reasons 
keep us back,” he said.

— There was a moment of 
poinnancy when athletic di­ 
rector Ed "Moose” Krause 
stepped to the speakers’ plat­ 
form in a practice gym ai 
Notre Daime to say goodby to 
outgoing football coach Ara 
Parseghian and welcome in­ 
coming mentor Dan Devine. 
Krause spoke of the three 
periods of glory in the 86 
years Notre Dame has played 
football and he could speak 
with 
authority 
because 
he 
was part of each era. 
‘ • T 
played 
for 
(Knute) 
Rockne,” he said last Tues­ 
day. 
“I 
was 
an 
assistant 
coach to Frank Leahy, and I 
was the athletic director dur­ 
ing Ara’s era.” 
Krause and the Rev. Ed­ 
mund P. Joyce,, vice presi­ 
dent and chairman of the 
board in control of athletics 
at Notre Dame, hope that De­ 
vine’s regime will 
be 
the 
fourth period of grid glory for 
the Fighting Irish. But, said 
Krause, “We must wait and 
see.” 
Rockne’s teams 
won 
106 
games, lost 12 and tied 5; 
Leahy won 87, lost 11 and tied 
9; Parseghian won 94, lost 17 
and tied 4. But after each of 
these periods of glory there 
came a period of lesser suc­ 
cess. 
Hunk Anderson won 16. lost 
9 and tied 2 in succeeding 
Rockne before Elmer Layden 
came on the scene to win 47, 
lose 13 and tie 3. 
After Leahy, three coaches 
had a combined record of 58 
wins and 50 defeats before the 
advent of Parseghian. 
Krause pis red for Rockne 
during his freshman year and 
during spring practice in 1931 
before the fabled coach died 
in a Kansas airplane crash. 
"Rock had a talent for in­ 
spiration,” Krause said. "He 
was loved by his players, his 
coaches and his opponents. 
He had great respect. 
"Leahy had great leader­ 
ship qualities but he lacked 
the touch of Rockne 
with 
people. He had great control 
of his players, because he 
was so demanding on them. 
But not too many people got 
to know Frank Leahy. 
"Ara is a great motivator, 
a great leader. He has the 
motivation quality and the or- 
g a n i z a t i o n a l ability of 
Rockne, and has great res- 
p e c t f r o m 
the players. 
Leahy’s players were very re­ 
luctant to come and talk to 
Frank. They were afraid to 
see him. 
“ Ar a 
is a great dis­ 
ciplinarian, and he has ano­ 
ther Rockne quality. His play­ 
ers feel they can come and 
talk to him not only about 
football but also their prob­ 


lems off the field. They feel 
very close to him. Ara has

Rockne had.” 
Krause, declaring that the 
Irish had some "good years” 
under 
Layden 
and 
Terry 
Brennan, pointed out a major 
difference from the old to the 
new. 
"Rockne had one secretary 
and two assistant coaches,” 
he said. "Leahy had one se­ 
cretary and four assistants. 
Ara has four secretaries and 
nine assistant coaches. I sup­ 
pose Devine will be allowed 
the same.” 
Devine may bring a fourth 
oeriod of glory to the Irish. 
But he might have trouble, 
toe, in reachirr the heights. 
The task doesn’t seem un­ 
reasonable to him, nor did it 
to Parseghian, 
who recog­ 
nized his own record and said 
"Dan can do better.” 
But Devine will have to win 
next 
year with 
the 
same : 
people who posted a 9-2 regu­ 
lar season record for Parseg­ 
hian this year plus whatever 
freshmen he can find who can 
make the team. Notre Dame 
doesn’t permit junior college 
transfer students to compete 
Whether Devine, who ac- j 
cepted the Noitre Dame job as 
a "challenge,” eventually will 
rank on the same level as 
Rockne, Leahy and Parseg­ 
hian remains to be deter­ 
mined. 
"I don’t show my emotions 
as much as seme people do,” 
he said. “I think I reacted in 
a ver' enthusiastic way for 
me when I had the chance to 
gel this job. I haven’t said 
this before, but I have missed 
•the college campus. There’s 
nothing to compare to a goal 
line stand, the cheer leaders 
and the bands at half time. 
Nothing to compare to the en­ 
thusiasm of a college town for 
a college team. 
"I get a kick from taking a 
youngster and working with 
him and helping him develop, 
but when you say that to a lot 
of people, it turns them off.

NEW YORK (UP1) - A 
legal-sized petitioir appeared 
taped to the lobby wall in an 
apartment building on Man­ 
hattan’s East Side recently. 
“To Consolidated Edison...” 
the document began. 
It went on to accuse the 
g i a n t , financially troubled 
utility of “recklessness” in 
the reading of the building’s 
electric meters, pointing to 
t h e enormously increased 
bills as proof the meter rea­ 
der was blurry eyed. 
In point of fact, electric 
bills had climbed dramatical­ 
ly throughout the Con Ed sys­ 
tem. largely because of spi­ 
ralling fuel costs, and the util­ 
ity* had warned customers by 
pamphlet what to expect. 
The petition had been on 
the lobby wall for less than 
two days when most of the 
building’s 200 or so leasees 
had signed it. It remained 
there for weeks; no one. ap­ 
parently, was quite certain 
what to do with it. 
“Something is 
happening 
and no one is sure what it 
is*'** said John Kline, a Man­ 
hattan advertising executive. 
*Tm angry—we’re all ang­ 
ry—but who do we direct our 
anger to?” 
The comment is not unlike 
the talk heard throughout 
New York City these davs. In 
neighborhood pubs and plush 


Wall Street restaurants, East 
Si de dinner parties 
and 
c r o w d e d cafeterias where 
cabdrivers gather to eat. the 
conversation may linger brief­ 
ly on the New York Jets or 
the latest sardonic joke but 
then it invariably turns to the 
unknown that lies ahead and 
the uncertainty, distrust and 
anger it has produced. 
“People are apprehensive 
and confused,” said Noel Me- 
renstein, 34. a freelance wri­ 
ter and Manhattan resident. 
“There’s a feeling that so­ 
mething is coming, but they 
don’t know what—or when.” 
For a while earlier this 
year it appeared that New 
York City, on the surface, 
was working now. Or at least 
holding its own. 
Labor reporters, for ex­ 
ample. once counted on the 
fingers of one hand the num­ 
ber of days this city was free 
of a major strike during a pe­ 
riod of three or four years. It 
was considered automatic on 
any given day that the union 
representing 
sanitationmen, 
transit workers, hospital em­ 
ployes, gravediggers, or even 
police 
would 
be 
manning 
picket lines. 
But in New York this year 
for the first 11 months there 
was precedent-setting labor 
peace. The traditionally de­ 
manding longshoremen, for 


example, reached a contract 
settlement with shippers with­ 
out a strike and months be­ 
fore the expiration of their 
contract—a 
previously 
un­ 
heard of feat. 
In December. New York 
was back to normal with a 
milk 
deliverers’ 
strike 
in 
progress, ami municipal lay­ 
offs creating a 
storm 
of 
strike threats and dire war­ 
nings about public safety. 
Public safety, however, was 
one area where there was evi­ 
dence of progress. New York 
once was said to be infested 
wi t h ding 
addiction, 
its 
streets filled with some 150,- 
000-250.000 desperate heroin 
addicts not beneath murder­ 
ing an elderly, crippled wi- 
dow for a dollar to feed their 
habit. 
But there are some 25.000 
addicts in methadone mainte- 
mance treatment now and 
law enforcement authorites 
report there is little heroin 
left on the streets. 
Possibly as a result, police 
report the number of murders 
are down. 
The summer 
came and 
went in the various white, 
P u e r t o Rican and black 
ghettos that pockmark the 
city with few group dis­ 
turbances of note. And the

spawning

Weathermen remain calm. 
The police Tactical Patrol 
Force, once a large elite unit 
of riot-trained young officers, 
has been greatly reduced in 
size. Employed almost nightly 
in previous years for nigged 
street duty, its main function 
today is to assist in crowd 
control at various sporting 
and other events. 
“By and large.” sa y s the 
c i t y ’ s mild-spoken mayor, 
Abraham D. Beame, “every­ 
thing in this city comes down 
to money.” Most New Yor­ 
kers, it seems, agree. 
“People don’t gei excited 
about anything,” said Martha 
Carter, 26. a garment in­ 
dustry executive. “I know one 
woman who called Con Ed to 
complain about how much 
higher her bill was. The man 
got surly and told her to go 


ask her boss for a raise. She 
was furious, naturally, but at 
the same time, it was like she 
expected that kind of treat­ 
ment.” 
Fred Condon, 29, is a vice 
president of a label-manufac­ 
turing firm in suburban New 
Jersey. “A lot of my friends 
a r e 
becoming 
withdrawn!. 
There’s nothing left to latch 
on to,” he said. “The idea 
that you could work ilke hell 
and save money to someday 
escape from it all is gone. 
Nobody is trying to make a 
killing. They’re just trying to 
hang on.” 
Anthony Gallo, a taxi dri­ 
ver, seemed to agree: “It 
seems like everyone, no mat­ 
ter what job he has—or how 
many—is making $10 to $20 a 
week less than he needs.

12 tons of undelivered 
mail in carrier’s attic 


LOUISVILLE. Ky. (UP1) - 
More than 12 tons of undeli­ 
vered mail —some of it dat­ 
ing back to 1967 —have been 
found in a mailman’s attic. 
Postmaster 
S.N. 
DeVito 
said Tuesday the mail was 
stored in the the home of let­ 
ter carrier Frank Sosienski 
Postal inspectors charged 
Sosienski, 54, with detaining 


and delaying mail intended 
for delivery. 
DeVito said the mail, mos­ 
tly advertising material, was 
in about 1,200 sacks. He said 
a task force of about six per­ 
sons would be assigned to de­ 
liver the mail and estimated 
it would take about a month 
to complete t!ie job. 
The postmaster gave no 
motive for the action.

The Pentagon 1ms ordered a 
r e f o r m of tax-subsidized, 
closed-door dining rooms for 
military brass and other top 
officials. The reform may 
make the meals even chea- 
per 
Generals and high-ranking 
civilians who eat in the Pen­ 
tagon’s five executive dining 
rooms pay the cost of the 
food, but nothing for rent, 
staff, utilités and other over­ 
head. 
A civilian cafeteria operator 
said labor adds 50 per cent to 
the cost of food in the aver­ 
age cafeteria. 
Tim Pentagon says $1.03 
million in taxpayers’ money 
is spent on the dining rooms. 
T h e House Appropriations 
Committee has called such 
subsidies “excessive.” Rep. 
Les Aspin. 
D-Wis., 
called 
them “ridiculous,” 
Following years of criti­ 
c i s m , the Pentagon an­ 
nounced Tuesday it was es­ 
tablishing a committee to 
oversee the dining rooms. 
The directive said nothing 
about charging for salaries 
and overhead, and a Penta­ 
g o n s p o k e s m a n said no 
charges would be made un­ 
less the rules are changed. 
The chairman of the com­ 
mittee is D.O. Cook, a civilian 
administrator who happens to 
eat often at one of the closed 
dining rooms. 


Pentagon sources said the 
committee would probably or­ 
der all five to buy centrally 
for the first time, which 
would probably lower food 
costs somewhat. 
A civilian cafeteria owner 
agreed, saying the five dining 
rooms separately placed or­ 
ders too small to get the best 
prices. 
Prices now vary. The Army 
charges an average of $1.75, a 
spokesman said, for a soup to 
nuts meal featuring, for ex­ 
ample. sirloin of beef teri- 
yaki. 
The Navy charges $2.50 for 
a 
multicourse 
meal 
that 
might feature rock lobster

Those barred from the pri­ 
vate dining rooms wonder 
why the top officers, making 
$31.000 a year and up, should 
get subsidized meals. 
“I thought 
food 
stamps

defend the dining rooms as a 
prerequisite of rank. 
The dining rooms are oper­ 
ated by the three services, 
the chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff and the Secret­ 
ary of Defense. About 500 oi 
the 25.000 persons who work 
in the Pentagon are admitted. 
Pentagon officials have de- 
f e n d e d the closed dining 
rooms as “a secure area” 
where officials can discuss 
classified material.

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MT. PALOMAR, Calif. (UPI) - Low dense fog may be a 
hazard to most, but it is a blessing to those who work with the 
nation’s largest telescope. 


The major enemy of astronomers today is population growth 
and the resulting increasing light from the cities. 


“A good dense natural fog layer cuts out the glare from 
cities almost entirely,” said Dr. Horace Babcock, director of 
California Institute of Technology’s Palomar and Wilson Ob­ 
servatories. “It puts us back to having natural dark con­ 
ditions.” 


Plans were made in the early 1930s to install the 200-mch 
Hale telescope at the observatory near the summit of Palomar 
Mountain in north San Diego County rather than at Mt. Wilson 
in Los Angeles because the area was freer of dirt and light 
pollution. 


World War II interupted construction of the telescope and it 
was not finished until the late 1940s. During the past 25 years, 
the area has been one of the most rapid-growing in the 
country. 


“Los Angeles and San Diego both continue to be the biggest 
threat to Palomar,” Babcock said, “but we are concerned 
about closer, fast-growing communities such as Escondido, S^m 
City and Rancho California.” 


The glare from Los Angeles affects observations up to 45 
degrees in the north, while that from San Diego affects the 
southern horizon to about 35 degrees. Therefore, the best low- 
level observation is done in the eastern horizon. 


“Twenty per cent or more of the light comes from the 
cities,” said Dr. J.B. Oke, associate director at Palomar. “The 
rest is from natural night 9ky light.” 
Major astronomy work is moving more and more to areas of 
little light such as Arizona and New Mexico. 


1811 earthquakes 


nation's scariest 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — U 
was about 2 a.m., 163 years 
ago today when a powerful 
earthquake shook parts of the 
Mississippi Valley, 
sending 
shock waves as far east as 
Norfolk, Va. A geophysicist 
says it could happen again. 
Otto W. Nuttli, professor of 
geophysics at St. Louis Uni­ 
versity, says the Dec. 16, 1811 
quake and two equally sharp 
tremors in the following two 
months, “must have been the 
most frightening sequent* of 
I earthquakes ever to occur in 
! the United States.” 
In a telephone interview, he 
said the quake, apparently 
i along a fault plane parallel to 
the Mississippi River, had a 
magnitude of about 8 on the 
Richter scale -'-almost in the 
same class as the 1906 San 
Francisco earthquake. 
But despite the rarity of 
earthquakes in the Midwest 
and East, Nuttli said the seisr 
mic activity continuing in the 
central Mississippi valley in­ 
dicates a very large tremor 
could occur again. 
There is no way to predict 
them, he said, warning a 
s i m i l a r earthquake could 
strike as soon as tomorrow or 
as iate as several thousand 
years from now. A relatively 
small magnitude 4 tremor oc- 
; curred last April. 


“ P e r h a p s the greatest 
danger of all arises from the 
sense of complacency or per­ 
haps total ignorance about 
the potential threat of a large 
earthquake,” Nuttli said. He 
noted that people in the cen­ 
tral and eastern states are 
far less aware of tremors 
than Californians. 
Nuttli said the number of 
deaths from the 1811 quakes 
is unknown but he said the 
toll probably was not large 
because the area was sparse­ 
ly populated. 
“The scene was one of de­ 
vastation in an area which is 
now the southeast part of 
Missouri, the northeast part 
of Arkansas, the southwest 
part of Kentucky and the 
northwest part of Tennessee,” 
Nuttli said in an article in the 
Earthquake Information Bul­ 
letin published by the U.S. 
Geological Survey. 
Land in one area was lifted 
up about 10 feet, fissures for­ 
med which were so broad 
they could not be crossed by 
horseback and previously rich 
prairie land was ruined for 
farming. 
Nuttli said entire Missis­ 
sippi 
River islands 
disap­ 
peared, river channels were 
cut apart, water spouted from 
fissures and many boats cap­ 
sized, drowning an unknown 
number of people.

VAN NUYS, Calif. (UPI) - 
“Laserium” is entertainment 
in the most scientific art 
form. 
Utilizing a laser beam, ptui 
a network of motors, prisms, 
mirrors and a range of mech­ 
anical 
apparatus controlled 
by sophisticated electronics, a 
1-16th inch ray of light can 
perform 
an 
assortment 
of 
three-dimensional dances in 
multicolors on the dome of a 
planetarium. 
Billed as a laser light con­ 
cert under the skies, the spec­ 
tacular geometric designs and 
accentuating colors, displayed 
with a background of stars, 
are complemented by a mu­ 
sical program. 
What started out as a four- 
man, one-secretary company 
cramped in a single hotel 
suite has in the last six 
months branched out to a 30- 
person outfit in a 6,000 square 
foot, two-story 
building 
In 
Van Nuys. 
It is here that the “projec­ 
tors” that create the light 
images are made. 
Only five such projectors 
exist at present, the first in­ 
stalled at the Griffith Park 
Observatory planetarium in 
Los Angeles in 1973. Four oth­ 
ers have been installed in the 
past year in New York, Den­ 
ver, San Francisco and San 
Diego. 
“Laserium” began as 
a 
dream in the mind of Ivan 
Dryer, a filmmaker who was 
so enthralled with the laser 
beam when he first saw it 
that he quit his job ami began 
experimenting with it as an 
art form in his garage. 
In 1971, along with Charles 
McDanald, Jon Bassett and 
Mike Levin, Laser Images 
Inc., was formed. Two yea’s 
later, “Laserium” was an ex­ 
perimental program at Griff­ 
ith Park’s planetarium. To­ 
day, it is the longest-mining 
attraction in a planetarium in 
the world. 
According to Bassett and 
Levin, “Laserium” is a dif­ 
ferent entertainment medium, 
something that surpasses ev­ 
ery existing type of entertain­ 
ment. 
Why? 
“Because it’s a subjective 
experience,” Bassett, the ad­ 
vertising and marketing di­ 
rector, said. 
“U ser light has the ability 
to change emotions. 
A laser beam, according to 
the scientists who invented it 
in 1958, is unlike sunlight or 
artificial light. It travels in 
one direction ami is pure, 
coherent and precise. 
According to Levin, it is the 
lt$rt produced by the laser 
that catches the attention of 
the audience.

Housecleaning 
Utah's corporate corpses 


SALT LAKE CITY (UP!) - 
Utah has 19,438 fewer corpo­ 
rations 
this 
month 
—and 
could lose another 900 by the 
first of the year. 
The secretary of state’* of­ 
fice acted under a new law 
called the “Shell Corporation 
Bill” and dissolved 19.438 don 
Want corporations, some of 
which had been carried on 
Utah's record books since 
1901 
The 1973 Utah legislature 
passed the law hoping to 
make things more difficult for 
shysters and stock manipula 
tors specializing in the “shell 
game” stock fraud. 
Secretary of State Clyde 
Miller suspended 19,929 corpo- 
, rations in November of 1973 
and —under the terms of the 
new law —gave them one 
year to either pay delinquent 
taxes and Hie annual report* 
or be dissolved. 
Miller says only 491 res­ 
ponded, so when the year was 
up 
he “cleared the dead- 
wood” from Ms 
corporate 
4 files. 
"That deadwood had proved 
ever the years to be a fertiu* 
b r e e d i n g ground for the 
; "shell game” and contributed 
ro Utah’s reputation as the 
"stock fraud capitol of the na- 
11 bon.” 
Manipulators would buy up 
the controlling interest in a 
dormant firm —often for pen­ 
nies a share. They would then 
» pump a few assets into it to 
‘run up the price of the stock 


and quietly sell out. leaving 
others holding a bag full of 
nearly worthless paper. 
A U.S. Securities and Ex­ 
change Commission attorney 
said the shell game “has the 
lowest hazard of any crooked 
scheme.” 
Shysters can hide their acti­ 
vities behind what was once a 
legitimate mining company or 
other concern. 
“ By using the old shells as 
a vehicle for trading, the 
promoters were subject to 
securities laws,” adds Steve 
Randle of the Utah attorney 
general’s 
Economic 
Crime 
Unit. 
Randle said It is extremely 
difficult to prosecute a shell 
game artist because the state 
must prove there is not real 
value to what he is selling 
and that he deceived the pub­ 
lic. 
Although some of the inac­ 
tive 
corporations 
dissolved 
this year dated back nearly 
70 years, most were left over 
from the uranium boom of 
the mid-1950s when now min­ 
im» companies littered the 
landscape 
like 
beer 
cans. 
Many went broke but were 
kept on the state s records be­ 
cause of the cumbersome 
method required under state 
law to dissolve them 
When a corporation failed 
to pay it- franchise tax or file 
annual reports, the attorney 
general had to seek a court 
order disbanding it But the 
e x p e n s e of court action 
against each of the thousands 


of inactive companies made 
the law unenforceable. 
“It was absolutely impos­ 
sible,” said Miller. “No attor- ! 
ney general has had the staff 
to do the job.” 
So the legislature passed 
the law allowing the secnet- 
a r of state to dissolve the 
shells after a year * notice. 
The 19,000 suspensions were 
the first under the new act, 
and to prevent such a large 
number from 
accumulating 
again, Miller will review the 
corporate files every year. 
He suspended 
900 
more 
Dec. 31, 1973, and they will be 
dissolved at the end of the 
month unless taxes are paid 
and reports filed. 
Deputy Secretary of State 
Harvard Hinton says more 
than 2,000 delinquent corpora­ 
tions will also be put cm a 
year’s notice at the end of 
this year. 
Randle said there has been 
a 
marked 
decline m 
the 
amount of shell game activity 
over the past two years, but 
he is unwilling to attribute it 
to the new law, 
“A big factor has been the 
poor market,” he said. “You 
need a good market situation 
to promote stock and get 
people to buy.” 
“There has been a real de 
cline in this kind of fraud 
But I don’t think you can at­ 
tribute U to getting the old 
shells off tlie books 
“The real con artists can 
always find («her vehicles.”

Most analysts agreed the 
gains early in the week came 
from internal considerations.

Movies have given Jessica Walter meaty roles as a call girl, an al­ 
coholic, an unfaithful wife, and all sorts of neurotic and psychotic 
females. Although TV guest roles have some fibre, television has 
never offered the right character for her as a series lead, although 
series offers have been made to the beautiful brunette actress. "The 
roles in T V leads are usually without substance,” explains Jessica. 
"I've never wanted a role as a hand-holder or a coatjholder and 
that's what has been offered to me.’’ 
But, as fate would have it, television and Jessica Walter finally got 
together and the end result is a mini-series on N BC titled "Am y 
Prentiss,” on the N BC Sunday Mystery Movie series. “ The Desperate 
World of Jane Doe" is the next two-hour drama of "Am y Prentiss." 
and will be colorcast on N BC. Sunday at 8:30PM. 
Art Metrano, a curly-haired comedian turned dramatic actor, co- 
stars in the series as Lt. Rod Pena, an able assistant. As Amy Pren­ 
tiss, Walter plays a policewoman who scores higher than her male 
competitors on the exam for police chief. But, passed over, she takes 
the job of chief of detectives only to find she must combat the resent­ 
ment of her all-male staff of 260 "bull-necked' detectives. 
The series marks a first in television drama. It’s the first series 
about a woman police commander. The character is also being pre­ 
sented as a normal human being with common flaws. 
“Amy is not the imposing female executive bent on maiming any 
man who dares to challenge her ego," explains Jessica. "Am y is 
dealt with as a human being, not as a sexpoL She’s an executive, a 
professional in a position of authority. She has the same weaknesses 
and strengths as anyone else would . . . man or woman.” That Amy 
Prentiss is a three-dimensional character is without a doubt. Amy is 
shown as a woman concerned about the male resentment, as when 
she asks her secretary, "W hy don’t they trust me, loan?" 
Then during a seige between Amy’s men and a mad bomber in 
the premiere drama, she authoritatively ordered a councilman— try­ 
ing to prove that her sex was causing dissension in her department— 
to stand back out of range of the bullets, or “ Place him under arrest 
for obstruction of justice!” 
And there’s another look at the Chief as she deals with her daugh­ 
ter. The series of dramas integrate action with drama as Chief Pren­ 
tiss expedites her duties. And realism is something that Jessica Walter 
insists on. "It's necessary to keep up the quality, the flavor and the 
sense of reality in the scripts. It’s a constant problem in any TV show 
and let’s face it, none of us can function without a good script. If 
we haven't the right words to say, we’re out there moving our mouths 
and wasting our time," she stated. 
Jessica is one actress who certainly speaks from experience and 
knowledge of what’s quality and what isn’t. Numerous summer and 
winter stock credits, multitudes of guest appearances on TV dramas 
and Broadway and motion picture credits have prepared her for her 
first starring role in a regular series. 
She started acting after two years of study a New York’s Ne.gh- 
borhood Playhouse. Her first job was as an extra in a 1 V drama I his 
led to a role in the director’s next play, in which she co-starred with 
Chester Morris, Phyllis Newman and Patrick O ’Neal. It was a good 
beginning. Television offers came in, stock company offers were 
made. Finally, Broadway beckoned. She debuted on Broadway as 
L iz in “ Advise and Consent.” She also acted with Peter Ustinov and 
Gene Hackman in “ Photo Finish.” The part, a dual role which re­ 
mains her favorite, won her the prestigious Clarence Derwent Award 
that year. 
She also took Broadway by storm in Sidney Kingsley's 
Night 
Life” and was the only American actress in an all-British cast in 
“ A Severed Head." The stage roles led to movie roles: with Warren 
Beatty in “ Lilith” ; with Candice Bergen and Joan Haekett in "The 
Group"; with Charlton Heston in “ Number One” ; with James G ar­ 
ner in "Grand Prix"; and the memorable role as a beautiful psycho­ 
path in "Play Misty For Me,” with Clint Fastwood, which won her 
a Golden Globe nomination for best actress that year. 
A native New Yorker, she’s the daughter of David Walter, a mu­ 
sician in Toscanini’s orchestra, who urged his daughter to study the 
piano . . . which she wasn’t very fond of. To her many fans, it’s a 
good thing she found an adequate substitute to the piano.

this day most Navajos, including Long Salt 
and Robert Lee, are bound together by it, 
and have used their traditions to survive 
in an unfriendly world. And that's what our 
story’s about.” 
Northshield and his crew spent six weeks 
living among the Navajos on their reserva­ 
tion located on the Arizona-LJtah border, 
and shot several thousand feet of color film 
capturing the beauty of the country and its 
people Without ignoring many of their prob­ 
lems living as red men in a white man’s 
world (among them, the problems of iden­ 
tity and a high rate of alcoholism and sui­ 
cide), the program points out that the Nav­ 
ajos can survive and flourish as a people 
as long as they remain Navajos.

who have been able to survive within the 
white man’s culture because of their strong 
commitment to their traditions and a firm 
belief in themselves.

We 
filmed him performing an ancient Indian 
ceremony for a 13-day-old Indian boy who 
was dying. “ His name was Robert Lee Grey 
Mountain, and he lived. What he heard that 
day as Long Salt chanted over him, was the 
creation myth of the Navajo people, what 
they call 'The Wy,’ which is in effect, their 
complete involvement with tradition. “ Io

Navajos 
know that sheep have been woven into a 
tribal fabric that holds families together, 
that ties them all to a cooperative, laborious 
existence. The program reports that the 
Navajos are a matrilineal society in which all 
ownership and heritage is traced through the 
women. They own the sheep and every other 
bit of family property. 
Northshield, who is also the reporter tor 
the program, says, “The men labor too, but 
they are the owners of nothing. Their status 
is assured by their role in the religious part 
of Navajo life.” Northshield’s cameras will 
reflect this spiritual life of those Indians like 
Long Salt, and others who live on Navajo 
Mountain in the northern corner of the res­ 
ervation, which is remote, beautiful and 
most sacred to the Navajos.

At low 
speed, add sugar gradually; beat in well. 
Clean beaters. Blend in honey at low speed.

A COED JAIL 
Romance is discouraged 


The “country club“ description for 
the Massachusetts Correctional Institu­ 
tion in Framingham, Mass., is quickly 
dismissed by its 40-year-old superin­ 
tendent, Dorothy Chase. On the sur­ 
face. though, there is 110 denying that 
Framingham is a lot different from 
most prisons. It is one of the first in the 
country to mix men and women resi­ 
dents. A minimum-security jail (the 
same kind to which Watergate con­ 


spirators have lieen sent), it has a 
swimming pool and a full range of 
sports facilities. Men and women, how­ 
ever, live in separate dormitories, and 
romances are discouraged—despite the 
fact that one man and woman got mar­ 
ried recently after they were dismissed. 
Tlie inmates, called “residents,” wear 
their own clothes, live in cottages and 
can decorate their “cells” as they 
please. Some of the 86 women and 57 
men at Framingham even have their 
own color TV sets. They work on the 
outside during the day and return to 
the institution at night. Most of the 
residents are serving short terms; none 
for murder. 


Five-year-old Ricky Segalf was a 
member of “The Partridge Family,” 
and one of those children who seem to 
have been bom for

describes 
it: “We are a family. 
[ We don’t go any-

sing it right back. We read a script a 
couple of times, and he knows his part 
and the others too.

But at the 
same time, he realizes he’s working. If 
a plumlier does a good job, he doesn’t 
get a standing ovation, so why should 
he? It’s a job. Rick)- has known that 
since he was two.” 


Who says honesty is dead? The 
stamp on a 1971 Christmas card wasn’t 
canceled, so a Colorado woman peeled 
it off and used it again.

Back in 1811, someone 
anonymously sent $5 to the Treasury, 
explaining that he had defrauded the 
government, and since then, the “Con­ 
science Fund” has been kept going by 
troubled citizens who say they have 
stolen something or chiseled on their 
income taxes. A Georgia man sent in 
$3,485. 
explaining 
that 
when 
he 
w'orked for a veterans hospital, his lazi- 


ncss had resulted in dozens of over­ 
payments of veterans benefits!
